Homer C. Parker Replaces

Governor Talmadge yesterday ap- 
pointed former Congressman ctomer O. 
Parker, of Statesboro, comptroller gen- 
eral to succeed G. B. Carreker, who 
became a member of the state -evenue 
commission. The action was forecast 
in The “Sonetitution yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The change in the Governor’s offi- 
cial family followed the death of Paul 
H. Doyal, of Rome. Doyal, fatally in- 
jured in an automobile accident, had 
been a member of the revenue com- 
mission ~‘nce 1931. 

Third Man in Year. 

Parker became the third man to 
holc the comptroller general's office 
this year. Talmadge forcibly removed 
William B. Harrison from the office 
wheu Harrisor refused to go along 
with the Governor’s one-man control 
of sta: finances. 

Carreker, then a member of the state 
auditing ‘epartment, was named comp- 
troller general in opposition to Harri- 


‘troller general in Harrison's stead. 


Carreker Still Chairman. 
Carreker retains his position as 
chairman of the revenue commission, 
which is composed of two commission- 


ers and the comptroller generul. Car- 
reker became chairman when Doyal re-

While the reich’s ambassador, Ul- 
rich Von Hassell, was arriving to ac- 
quaint Il Duce with details of his re- 
cent conversations with Adolf Hitler, 
Virginia Gayda asserted Germany, 
throughout the Ethiopian war, ‘mani- 
fested sincerity and political friend- 
ship for Italy.” 

Gayda, editor of Il Giornale D'Ital- 
ia, is fascism’s most authoritative 
newspaper commentator. 

Usually well informed sources pre- 
dicted an Italo-German economic con- 
ference in Rome would be held short- 
ly.

IN SENATE ATTACK 


“Nobody Wants Devalua- 
tion,” He Says in Clash 
With Ex-Cabinet Officer 


PARIS, June 16.—(4)—Noisy criti- 
cism of Leon Slum’s leftist program 
for social-economic changes upset the 


senate of France today. 

The dispute, which resulted in tem- 
|porary suspension of the usually sedate 
t | body, came when Premier Blum men- 
tioned President Roosevelt’s “experi- 
ment” in the United States. 

Joseph Caillaux. former finance min- 
| tater. who has come out for devalua- 
tion of the franc, jumped up for a 
dispute with Blum. The voices of other 
senators drowned them out. 

Later, replying to the senate criti- 
cism. Blum appealed for confidence. 
He asked the senate to “consider the 
expectations and hopes which have 
been placed on the laws we ask you 
to vote.” 

“Nobody wants devaluation in- 
cluding the finance committee,” he 
added. “The return to prosperity 
which we expect will bring back a 
healthy budget.” 

“Mir. Roosevelt tried an experiment 
yaster and deeper than ours,” said the 
premier.

It was 97 degrees yesterday at Can- 
dier airport’s auxiliary weather: bu- 
reau between the mustard-plaster 
hours of 3 and 5 o'clock. 

Today. according to Chief Fore- 
caster George W. Mindling. the mer- 
cury will rise to 

Now, as they say in the Arabian 
Nights. when Forecaster Mindling pre- 
dicts 95 degrees as the peak tempera- 
ture. it will be much higher. Min- 
dling is conservative. 

Mindling adds this to his predic- 
tions : 

There is not a rain cloud in sight. 
In fact. there is only a fleck or so of 
cloud in sight—no rain cloud. 

The storm that hovered over . Flor- 
ida Monday night has moved out into 


the Atlantic ocean and at last re- 
ports was hurling itself toward the

James L. Wells Announces 
For Mayor, Opposing Key 


Former Member of City 
Council Is First To 
Enter Race. 


James Leech Wells, who served as 
a member of city council for seven 
years, president of the Sloan Paper 
Company and one of Atlanta’s leading 
businessmen, yesterday formally an- 
nounced his candidacy for the mayor- 
alty nomination. subject to the munici- 
pal primary, September 2. 

The Wells announcement is the first 
forma! entry for the mayor's post, and 
it is expected that he will be opposed 
by Mayor Key, who has held the 
office longer than any other man in 
the history of the city. 

“IT shall conduct an active campaign 
for the position,”° Wells said yester- 
day. “I believe Atlanta wants an 
Atlanta businessman for mayor. It is 
my desire to be of service to the peo- 
ple of this city, where I have made my 
home since 1908, and which I love. I 
shall make a further statement of my 
views within the next few days. 

Friends Urged Candidacy. 

“For several weeks, my friends have 
urged me to become a candidate, and 
I have decided to da so. I wrote 
Mayor Key a letter today apprising 
him of my intentions.” 

The Wells announcement of his can- 
didacy was the shortest in local politi- 
cal history. He addressed a communi-

SUICIDE 15 LINKED 
TO JERSEY KILLING 


Description of Suspect in 
Slaying of Moore Tallies 
With That of ‘I in Man’ 


EAST ORANGE, N. J. Tune 18.— d 


(UP)—Police Chief CG, N. Dell to- 
night announced that .22 caliber car- 
tridges found on Jean Philip Ger- 
hardt, unemployed. electrician, who 
shot himself to death today, were simi- 
lar to the exploded shell found near 
the body of Daniel McFarland Moore, 


murdered inventor. 

Gerhardt, 35, of Staten Island, 
killed himself just as Police Chief: Earl 
Hoyer, of Middleton township, -ap- 
proached his automobile ‘in a patch 
of woods in Middleton. 

East Orange police immediately 
turned their investigation on Gerhardt, 
whose description tallied with that 
of a “tall-thin” man who called on 
Moore, friend of the late Thomas A. 
Edison, the night before he was shot 
on the lawn of his home. 

Cartridges “inilar. 

Detective Earl McIntire was sent to 
Middleton this afternoon and report- 
ed to Dell the cartridges were similar. 
He said he was returning with a pho- 
tograph which will be shown to Be- 
atrice Moore, 25, the inventor’s daugh- 
ter, who refused to allow a stranger 
to enter the house on the eve of the 
slaying. Miss Moore told police the 
caller was about 35 years,old, 6 feet 
2 inches tall, weighed 185 pounds and 
had a medium complexion and was 
smooth shaven. 

August Gerhardt, father of the sui- 
cide, said his son was 6 feet 2 inches 
tall, weighed 160 pounds, had a light 
complexion, brown hair and blue eyes 
and “wore big shoes.” 

When Moore’s body was found he- 
side the garage of his fashionable 
home yesterday morning, one of the 
few clues was a large footprint in the 


soft dirt. 
Rival Inventor. 

William Douglas Moore, brother of 
the inventor, told police Moore was 
slain by a _ rebuffed rival inventor 
who may have tried to interest him 
in some devise and was turned down. 

Gerhardt left his home last Sun- 
day in an automobile after telling his 
parents he was going to Red Bank, 
N. J., “to see if 1 can, find-a -job.” 
He told them he would not be back for

Britain, Meanwhile, Nears 


Decision on Lifting of 
Sanctions. 


LONDON, June 16.—(7)—Laborite 
foes cracked down on Britain's min- 
ister of war from two sides today, the 
eve of an anticipated forma! decision 
to lift sanctions from Italy. 

A peer and a member of commons 
used sharp language to protest Secre- 


tary Alfred Duff Cooper’s statement 
of yesterday that “it is the duty of 
those in authority to frighten the peo- 
ple of this country out of their wits.”

Duff Cooper replied acidly: “It 
might be just as well for labor to de- 
cide whether it intends to support or 
retard army requirements.” 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
an informed source stated, will an- 
nounce in commons Thursday that 
Britain is ready to lift sanctions if 
the rest of the “sanctionist’’ nations 


agree. 

That policy, already reported decid- 
ed upon, is expected to receive the 
cabinet’s formal stamp of approval to- 
morrow. 

To justify freeing Italy from the 
economic and financial structures 
which resulted from her Ethiopian in- 
vasion, it will be stated simply that 
sanctions have failed. 

Britain, furthermore, is prepared 
lectively at Geneva late this month, 
for a complete lifting of sanctions, it 
was made known authoritatively. The

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Deliver- 
img a slashing attack upon the Wagner 
housing bill, Senator Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, in a speech on the 
floor of the chamber, today predicted 
that if finally enacted -it would fur- 
ther retard recovery of the heavy or 
durable goods industry and add noth- 
ing to the administration’s program 
for the return of prosperity. 

Although the measure passed the 
senate by the overwhelming vote of 
42 to 24 following a few hours of de- 
sultory debate, the opposition of the 
Georgia member was shared by his 
unior colleague, Senator Richard B. 
Russell Jr., who voted “No’’ when the 
final count was taken. 


the senate voted for the bill; which 


though there were a few dissenters 
outside of George and Russell, such 
as Bailey, of North Carolina; Con- 
nolly, of Texas, and Smith of South 
Carolina. 

Senator George, who attacked the 
measure just before the final vote was 
taken, warned that it ought not to be 
passed at this session of the congress 
when “we are moving both heaven and 
earth to raise some odd seven hundred 
millions of dollars in new taxes while 
this bill seeks to spend some five hun- 
dred millions of the people’s money.” 

Opens Endless Road. 

He readily admitted the proposed 
legislation was desirable because it 
provided for low-cost housing facilities 
for worthy citizenry, but that it start- 
ed the government on a roadway that 
once opened would be without end. 
He charged that in the first place 
the Wagner measure did not enunciate 
a sound doctrine for the reason that 
“like act aftek act which the congress 
has passed, it is being shoved through 
without due consideration.” 

The senator admitted that because 
of his weeks of work on the new tax 
bill, as a member of the finance com- 
mittee, he had not had the opportunity 
to read the bill consecutively or to 
give it proper study. 

“But this also is true of a great 
many senators I know,’’ he declared, 
“and it is one of the prime reasons 
why the bill should not a acted upon 
before final adjournment. 

“I do not accept the doctrine that 
the power of appropriation is without 
limit. We cannot enter upon this pro- 
gram of housing without threatening 
to enter a state of socialism. After 
only a few. hours of debate we seek 
to appropriate approximately $500,- 
000,000 while your finance committee 
has been struggling to raise some 
$700,000,000 in additional taxation.” 

Must Build for All. 

Senator George pointed out that 
this: country could not build houses 
for part oc the people without ulti- 
—— building houses for all the peo- 

e 


“I will vote for taxes, as burden- 
some as taxes are, if I can have any 
assurance we will hesitate to assume 
liabilities which call for more and 
more taxes. I am through voting to 
pile up taxes on the citizens of this 
country. As surely as the sun shines, 
this country will hold my party re- 
sponsible for this housing program.” 
Registering unequivocal opposition 
to the government going into private 
business, the senator said it could 
not enter private industry without 
driving out of business private initia- 
tive. 

“Why,” he asserted, “this program 
slows up the durable goods industry 
which has cried so loudly for the re- 
turn of prosperity. Here is a sure 
deterrent against recovery. Builders 
of apartment houses are discouraged 
by the content of this bill.” 

Atlanta Projects. 
Evidently referring to the Tech- 
wood and University slum clearance 
projects i: Atlanta, although he did 
not mention them by name, Senator 
George admitted it was all right to 
build certain low-cost housing proj- 
ects in “spots of the country” to re- 
lieve temporary unemployment. 
“But,” he declared, “it is time to 
give heavy or durable goods indus- 
tries a chance to breathe and recover 
themselves.”

A bill to clarify liquor tax laws 
and set up an independent alcohol 
unit in the government was finally 
enacted today and sent to the White 
House after the senate approved a 
conference report on it.

‘ PARIS, June 16.—(/)—Uolonel 
Francois De La Rocque, chief of the 
militant Croix De Feu (cross of tire), 
announc.d tonight he would lead 700,- 
ollowers into “political action” 
because of the “disarray” ih France. 

His Statement following a cabinet 
decision to invoke stringent applica- 
tion of laws dissolving such “armed 
political leagues.” 

The manifesto promised the Croix 
De Feu “soon to bring about” a “reno- 
vation by Frenchmen of a strong and 
reconciled France.” 

Warning against “ho ing now for 
unlikely compromises,” the declaration 
assailed “this disarray, these clamor- 
ings and hatred.” 

De Rocque, after reading the 
manifesto to newspapermen, said the 
governments attempts to dissolve the 
Croix De Feu are in “vain” and the 
movement “cannot be stopped.” 

The manifesto asserted “red tyran- 
ny was prevented from being spread 
over Fraace only because of the “pa- 
tience, energy and calm of the Croix 
De Feu. It credited the organization 
with responsibility for the fact “bloody 
riots have not yet broken out into 
disaster.” 


SPANISH RIGHTISTS 
WARN GOVERNMENT 

_ MADRID, June 16.—(4)—Spanish 
rightists, flaying the government for 
failure to restore order, warned to- 
night during a stormy parliamentary 
Session that the army is “becoming in- 
creasingly impatient.” 

Despite the attacks, the government 
won a vote of confidence, 207 to UV 
the rightists abstaining from voting. 
Jose Maria Gil Robles, former min- 
ister of war, cited a long list of dis- 
orders to support his contention the 
left is “impotent to maintain order 
and is leading Spain into ruin.” 

The rightist leader said 269 persons 
had been killed and 1,287 wounded 
since the February elections, with 261 
churches and convents fired and 69 
political centers destroyed.

But while they are still puffing, the political observers on both sides 
are contending or confessing that it was one of the smartest timing Jobs 
done in the New Deal, economically or politically. | 

_ The bonus bill was really passed so long ago that most people had 
forgotten it. The measure passed the house last January 24 and the 
senate last January 27. An extensive amount of detailed preparations 
had to. be made before payments could be started, but even a brain 
truster could have made the preparations in less than four and a half 
months. At least all observers agree there was something more than 
labor involved in the choice of the occasion. 


BUOYANCY It was not alone the republican adjournment which 

made the June 15 date such a happy one (although 
there were about 200 of those republican delegates who are veterans 
and could look for a check to be delivered by Mr. Farley the morning 
of their arrival home.) . 

The more important timeliness lies in the fact that the usual sum- 
mer easing-down of business activity was already in evidence, You can 
count on it to develop each year about June 15 and continue until about 
September 1 or 15. The effect of the $2,300,000,000 of payments 
began at an opportune moment and will be dragged out until the fall 
rise begins to take up the slack.

MONOPOLY, THE GAME Behind the Texas trip also there is evi- 


dence that President Roosevelt has not 
lost that twist of the wrist which is the essence of good timing. His 
work off the tee on that journey brought inside comment. 

For instance, the President said before he left Washington that he 
would not for fhe world think of crowding the republicans out of their 
convention headlines. But immediately after Senator Borah’s monopoly 
plank was.adopted, Mr. Roosevelt made a speech on monopoly. He also 
made a speech after Senator Borah had demanded republican national- 
ism, saying that the democratic policy in international affairs was limited 
to “moral” efforts. Some of those near him compared the results of 
republican and Roosevelt publicity in the eastern metropolitan press and 
concluded that, while he did not crowd the republicans out, he at least 
offset them considerably. 

Note—After the White House waived its radio preference for the 
Texas trip, many broadcasting stations, particularly in the ‘south, re- 
quested the right to broadcast Mr. Roosevelt's speeches whenever his 
speaking occasions conflicted with the. convention. The result was that, 
while no announcements were made about it, his balance was preserved 
in that field also.

What the New Dealers are trying to figure out is whether the plat- 
form makers eliminated a banking plank at the last minute and forgot 
to change the title, or whether they intended to imply only that their 
money says they can find the answer in Bartlett’s familiar quotations. 
It contains a line to the effect that silence means contempt. 


METHOD The republican oversight on banking, if it was one, is 
another good illustration of the fact that the methods of 
platform makers are obsolete. Zs :

The occasion was the 
fifth annual flower show, which in 
Westchester corresponds to the county 
fair in Kansas or any other typical 
prairie state. When flower show time 
rolls around there is great primping 
and fussing and bother in the walled 
and turreted cabins of the West- 
chester farmers. The farmers gather 
in their billiard rooms in the evening 
and lay nominal wagers of, say, a 
few thousand dollars on their brussels 
sprouts and cauliflower, and _ the 
weary farm wives gather in the music 
room or the drawing room to specu- 
late, with excitement in their eyes, on 
the squality of the neighbor's straw- 
berries. 


The gentlemen put in days with 
their tailors in New York preparing 
their outfits of Bond street overalls, 
and the ladies trudge from shop to 
shop along the avenue and Fifty-sev- 
enth street buying stylish effects in 
Mother Hubbards and sunbonnets. 

The proper selection of jewelry is 
another important consideration, be- 
cause a Westchester Samanthy or 
Miranda, tending her exhibit of spin- 
ach or squash, naturally wants to 
make satisfactory impression on the 
judges. All this contributes to the 
task of farming in Westchester coun- 
ty—a strain not experienced by your 
Towa farmer. 


Farming But, on the whole, 
a farming in_ the 
Not Different. Westchester flow- 

er set differs lit- 
tle from farming in the middle west. 
One slight difference is that the con- 
tstants do not, as a rule, attend to 
their farming in person, but use hired 
farmers, just as the ardent sports- 
men of the racing set employ profes- 
sional trainers and jockeys and some- 
times even lease the horses which run 
in their colors. 

Generally, when you read in the 
papers that a certain ardent sports- 
man has won a stirring victory at 
Belmont or Saratoga the phrase. means 
that a horse entered in his name won 
the stirring victory.

The tailor makes the 
suit which he wears with grace and 
charm, but he accepts the prestige 
that it confers because he paid for it. 
The professional farmer does the hoe- 
ing and sprinkling, but the cabbage is 
entered in the name of the proprietor. 
This is only fair. Of course, one may, 
if one prefers, attend to one’s own 
farming, but this takes time and soils 
the hands and clothes and causes 
freckles.

ON WAR RISK CLAIMS 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—(/)— 
The senate amended a house bill for 
codification of veterans’ laws today 
to extend to 90 days the period in 
which suits may be brought after de- 
nial of a claim under war risk insur- 
ance. At present the period varies 
from two to five days.

AGREEMENT TO LIFT 
SANCTIONS IS SEEN 

PARIS, June 16.—(UP)—Fifty- 
one nations which voted’ sanctions 
against Italy last October for aggres- 
sion against Ethiopia, reached a vir- 
tual agreement tonight to lift the 
anti-Italian economic siege at the 
June 30 meeting of the League assem- 
bly at Geneva. . 

The weague states have decided that 
continuance of sanctions is futile and 
dangerous, in view of the fact: that 
it is too late to help Ethiopia and 
that Italy is threatening to bolt the 
League if economic and financial 
penalties are not removed. 

The French government is not: pre- 
pared to cross the strong prosanction- 
ist communist and socialist elements 
which put it in power by advocating 
or taking the initiative in lifting 
sanctions, but it is believed that Pre- 
mier Leon Blum will follow any initia- 
tive launched by the British govern- 
ment. 


Moscow Will Agree. 


Premier Benito Mussolini's indiréct 
threat to cast his lot with Germany 
also has brought Russia into the re- 
visionist camp, and Moscow certainly 
will be prepared to lift sanctions if 
Paris and London agree on a common 
course of action. 

This common accord is expected to 
be agreed upon definitely when For- 
eign Mirfister Yvon Delbos meets Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Anthony. Eden 
a few days prior to the League coun- 
cil meeting next Monday. 

The French cabinet has not defined 
its stand on sanctions, but it is‘ al- 
most certain that British opinion as 
revealed in Thursday’s foreign policy 
debate in the house of commons, will 
be the decisive factor in France's 
eventual decision. 

Land-Grabbing Policies. 


However, France is eager to pre- 
vent a repetition of land-grabbing in 
the future and desires that coinci- 
dent with the lifting of sanctions 
there be some definite reinforcement 
‘of the League covenant and provisions 
for collective action so that no other 
colony-hungry country will attempt 
what Il Duce did. 

To obtain that reinforcement, 
France is prepared to support any 
plan for reconstruction of the League 
on a stronger basis. 

France is anxious to take the lead 
and Blum would like his name at- 
tached to any reform project. Blum 
and Delbos believe a necessary prelude 
must be a thorough discussion with 
Eden to convert Britain to the French 
viewpoint of building peace on a pow- 


herful League. 


Blum and Delbos will make their 
debut in big league international poli- 
tics at the forthcoming League meet- 
ings. 


FORD’S INTEREST 
IN BOOKS RECALLED 


Important Collection of Mce- 
Guffey’s Readers Made by 


Auto Magnate. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—(?)— 
Henry Ford’s interest in the McGuf- 
fey readers, which led to the forma- 
tion of one of the most important col- 
lections of these books in existence, 
was awakened by curiosity as to the 
source of a quotation used by his wife, 
he discloses in the spring number of 
the Colophon, a quarterly for book- 
men, 

“One day a group of school chil- 
dren romped past our house dancing 
and shouting,” he relates. : 

“‘*Hear the children gaily shout, 
half past four and school is out!’ quot- 
ed Mrs. Ford and then wondered what 
the rest of the piece was. We botn 
recailed it as a McGuffey exercise.

Do You Have a Lawn of Grass or of Weeds?

The Page front lawn was a mess. 
Weeds of all des¢riptions dotted it 
until it looked as if it had a pox 
of some kind. Peter was all for dig- 
ging the whole thing up and start: 
ing over. Nancy thought it ought 
to be done but hated to do it just 
at this time. They called in a lawn 
expert. “Hm, you 
chick weed, dandelions, plantain, 
coarse barn grass, and a little really 
good grass. How did all these pests 
ever get such a foothold?” 

“Heaven only knows. What do 
you advise us to do?” 

“I don’t believe you will need to 
dig up the whole thing. Anyway 
it is hard to get grass seed that is 
free from some seeds. That 
is to be expected. But you need to 
get after the weeds and give the real 
grass a chance to fill the ground 
with its roots so that the weeds can’t 
get a foothold. I'll make out a list 


you can get to work. 

“For eliminating the plantain and 
dandélion you need to apply poison 
in the crown of the plant or you need 
to use,a poison spray. The patented 
poison guns or. canes that are on the 
market are filled with a poison mix- 
ture. The cane is inserted into the 
crown of the weed, the chemical is 
shot in, and the weed is no more. 
For a less expénsive remedy use 4& 
long-pointed stick. Put the point 
in a sulphuric, nitric acid, kerosene,

FLOOD CONTROL. BLL 
SIGNED BY ROOSEVELT 


Completion of $700,000,000 
Works for Protection of 
Mississippians Assured. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—(4)— 
Completion of the $700,000,000 . flood 
control works for protection of the 
lower Mississippi valley was author- 
ized today -by President Roosevelt’s 
signing the Overton bill. 


The measure authorizes appropria- 
tion. of $272,000,000 for completion 


‘of the huge control program begun 


under the 1928 flood control act, en- 
acted after the’ most disastrous flood 
in the valley’s history the year before. 


The final act making the bill a law 
climaxed six months’ efforts on the 
part of the Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Arkansas delegations, led by Senators 
Jehn H. Overton, of Louisiana, and 
Joe T. Robinson, the majority leader, 
to obtain congressional approval of 
the program. 

The measure provides for construc- 
tion of three huge floodways—the Eu- 
dora in Arkansas, and the West 
Atchfalaya and Morganza floodways 
in Louisiana—which were designed 
by army engineers to carry speedily 
to the Gulf of Mexico the’ surplus 
waters of any “super-floods.” 

Resides, it authorizes construction 
of seven reservoirs on the Yazoo river 
in Mississippi, and one reservoir on 
the St. Francis, in Arkansas. 

Various levees also were provided 
for. 

The measure was drafted by rep- 
resentatives of the three states most 
interested prior to the beginning of 
the present session of congress. 

For three years they have fought 
over details with the result no meas- 
ure was passed.

North 
took the acé and led his last heart. 
South won and cashed two high clubs, 
following with the thirteenth — club. 
Declarer was reduced to trumps, and 
was quite helpless to avert further 
ruin. He ruffed with the seven (no 
other card would have made any dif- 
ference) and North overruffed with 
the ten, exiting with a diamond which 
declarer had to ruff, South discardiag 
his last heart. 

The declarer, with the A J 9 of 
trumps left, now led the nine, hoping 
to force the defenders to give him two 
of the three tricks, but North made a 
clever play. With the K 4 blank, he 
played the four spot and South won 
with the queen.

Because of the number of letters 
from should-be reducers requesting’ the 
calorie count on all sorts of beverages, 
some of which are new to us, we have 
delved into the reports by food scien- 
tists on the subject. 

The most significant fact about al- 
cohol calories is that they are not 
stored but are rapidly converted into 
energy. Alcohol, definitely a _ fuel, 
must be burned im excess energy as 
soon as the tissues are saturated. But, 
you must remember that as more al- 
cohol calories are consumed less de- 
mand is made on the stored calories 
for energy. In other words, the ‘more 
you drink the less you lose weight, if 
you are overweight. 

Aside from the calorie content *of 
alcohol, quantity is to be considered 
in a figure program. Large amounts 
of liquid, such as beer and ale, dis- 
tend the stomach and increase food 
capacity. This defeats one of the 
first principles of reducing, which is 
to shrink the stomach and thereby 
Jessen the appetite. All in all,, there 
is little to be said for alcoholic bev- 
erages in a figure program. 

If your appetite needs discourage- 
ment rather than encouragement, and 
your weight problem demands that 
you call on your stored calories for 
energy, you must take into account 
the calorie misbehaviour of alcohol. 
There is no doubt about it, alcohol 
definitely interferes with your weight 
loss, and the way of the transgressor 
may lead to avoirdupois.

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ABOARD U. S. S. DICKERSON, WITH GEORGIA TECH 
N. R. O. T. C. UNIT, EN ROUTE PANAMA CANAL, June 16. 
There is an old line from the old Ingoldsby legends which, reads: 

“It’s very odd that sailor men should talk so very queer.” 

And Georgia Tech’s young students who are at sea-on the 
destroyers Dickerson and Schenck are learning that fact daily. 


Most of these near 100 men are new to the sea. All 
they have known of it is the armory at Tech where one 
may walk the bridge of a ship that never sails and tread 
the deck of a ship that has never known sea water. 


The average landlubber knows a few of the seagoing, salty 
phrases and terms. “Pipe Down” and “Hit the Deck,”’ came 
out of the war. ) 

But the verb “‘to Flemish.”” Now, there’s a new one. 


When a sailor says he thinks he will ‘Flemish down” 
he means only that he will go to his bunk and curl up for 
anap. The phrase comes from the coiling of a rope, 
which is called flemishing instead of coiling. 


The English sea terms were derived from the Greek, Latin, 
Italian, Spanish, French and Dutch sources, whose ships sailed 
the seven seas when ships for sailing the seas first came into 
being. 

From the ship’s library comes a glossary of some of the 
better known terms. 


THE ADMIRAL’S TITLE. 

The Arabians supplied the admiral’s title. Their word for 
commander of the seas was Amir-al-Bahr. Bahr was dropped 
and as early as the Crusades they were calling the commander 
the admiral. 

The Vikings gave us the word “Ahoy.” It was their 
battle cry on sighting a ship. And a very dreaded battle 
cry it was. From it we have the prosaic call to attract 
attention such as “Ship, Ahoy” or “Ahoy, there.” (The 
old landlubber is learning. ) 

The Greeks had a word for it. I mean they supplied us 
with the word for “Anchor.” It is derived from a Greek word 
meaning “hook” or “crook.” And | venture even George and 
Angelo Hanjaras of the United Lunch didn’t know that. 

Sailors are called ‘“‘Blue Jackets” because the first uniform 
ever sanctioned for sailors in the royal navy was a short blue 
jacket open in the front. And that was years ago. Before that 
the sailors wore very curious assortments of clothes. 

Don’t ever speak to a sailor of his ship and call it a 
boat. It isn’t. Boats are carried on ships. And boats get 
their name from an old Anglo-Saxon word, “bat.” 
(Until now I thought it was used for baseball. ) 

The boatswain is an important person aboard. The Saxon 
word for servant was “‘swein” and “Batswein” was in charge 
of the boats. 

The fast sailing vessels in the old days on the Mediterranean 
were brigantines. Later they came to be thought of as pirate 
ships. 
om buccaneers were the first cowboys down in old Haiti 
and were Frenchmen. Which is a little embarrassing to the 
Golden West. The word “‘boucan” is of Caribbean origin and 
meant a dealer in smoked meats. Old Morgan and other pirates 
used to put ashore certain men on certain islands and keep them 
there smoking meats for food when the pirate ships put in. 

And the word bugle comes from the French and meant, 
originally, “‘wild ox.” If there is a small boy next door to you, 
who plays a bugle he undoubtedly sounds much worse than a 


wild ox. % 


BUTTONS ON THE SLEEVES. 

The origin of buttons on the sleeves is a beautiful, aesthetic 
little story. They are there for a purpose and do not think 
otherwise. That is to say, they were there for a purpose. They 
may be just decorations now. But not always.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 16.—(4)— 
Stealing the show with the only sub- 

ar shotmrking of the day, young 

enry Castillo, the Spanish-born 
Florida amateur, set the pace for an 
all-star field tonight at the conclu- 
sion of the first 18-hole round of 
qualifying for the southern amateur 
golf tournament.

The 
ball rimmed the cup and left Walsh 
in the runner-up position with the 
only par 70 to g0 on the scoreboard.

Castillo shot the outward nine in 
even par and clipped a stroke from 
standard figures on the incoming side. 
Walsh went out in 33, two under, but 
gave two strokes to par on the return 
for his fine exhibition of par stroking. 

Johnny Morris, of Birmingham, who 
established a new qualifying record 
of 141 in the 1935 tournament at 
Richmond, came through with a 71 
for third place and fourth on the 
list with a 72 was Carl Stokes, of 
Louisville, Ky., runner-up in the 1933 
tournament. 

Riegel, exempt from qualifying in 
the role of defending champion, join- 
ed the player brigade in a practice 
jaunt over the course and registered 
a 37-38—75.
